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EDITORIAL 

VIEW  Marks  30  Years  With 
Changes  and  Continuity 


August  1970:  Anti-Vietnam  protest  successfully  turned  the  conscience  of  many 
Americans  away  from  thoughts  of  war  to  peaceful  issues,  and  serious  domestic  prob- 
lems. Throughout  the  country  community  newspapers  emerged,  influenced  by  college 
dissidents  and  peace  and  anti-war  sentiments.  There  was  a feeling  that  the  strong 
corporate  news  outlets  didn't  share  the  mood  and  emotions  that  many  of  us  held.  Our 
paper  grew  out  of  those  strong  sentiments. 

The  village-like,  blue-collar  atmosphere  of  Potrero  Mill  was  a perfect  setting  for  the 
birth  of  such  a paper  by  a handful  of  Hill  residents,  peace  corps  vets,  political  radi- 
cals, and  those  seeking  other  outlets  for  protest  and  a vehicle  to  talk  about  change. 

The  Potrero  View  saw  the  light  of  day  in  August,  1970,  in  the  basement  of  a house  on 
Connecticut  near  18th  Street,  and  those  of  us  who  nurtured  and  helped  give  it  a voice 
felt  pure  of  heart  and  ignorant  of  what  the  future  might  be  for  the  success  of  a small- 
townish  paper.  Of  course  we  never  dreamed  that  so  many  years  would  pass,  and  so 
many  changes  would  take  place  within  our  numbers,  and  in  the  community. 

In  this  anniversary  of  our  30th  year,  we  are  still  idealistic  — and  occasionally  taken 
aback  to  realize  we  have  put  so  much  of  ourselves  into  publishing  this  paper  every 
month  (except  January!),  and  that  we  can  and  do  make  a difference. 

Several  editors  have  raced  us  through  the  past  30  years,  and  Judy  Baston  is  one  of 
them.  She  has  been  Associate  Editor  and  has  devoted  more  than  20  years  to  this  paper. 
Now  she  is  retiring  from  her  post  as  Associate  Editor  to  continue  her  pursuit  in  the 
field  of  Jewish  genealogical  and  historical  research.  Without  her  expertise  in  the  field 
of  journalism,  seriousness  about  meeting  deadlines,  and  watchdogging  San  Francisco 
politics,  we  might  have  dodged  some  issues.  But,  thanks  to  her,  we  have  remained 
true. 

Hundreds. of  volunteers  have  tasted  the  joy  of  deadlines  met  and  we  can  never  thank 
them  enough.  They  have  worked  for  no  pay,  but  for  the  love  of  the  neighborhood  and 
what  the  newspaper  provided  them  and  their  neighbors.  There  is  a freedom  to  working 
in  this  publication  because  we  don't  represent  anyone  but  ourselves. 

What  makes  a community  newspaper  successful?  Just  read  the  ads.  The  mom  and 
pop  businesses  and  merchants  as  well  as  other,  larger  businesses  have  sustained  us 
through  their  ads  and  have  continued  to  be  supportive  throughout  the  years.  Without 
them  we'd  have  been  dead  in  the  water  long  ago.  They  deserve  our  patronage  and  a 
huge  THANKS! 

Many  years  ago,  artists  who  had  pioneered  North  Beach  as  a mecca  for  their  new 
works  began  to  leave  that  area  when  commercialism  and  high  rents  began  to  change 
the  character  of  that  area.  A number  of  them  moved  to  Potrero  Hill  - a haven  for 
living  and  producing  their  art.  So,  ultimately  Potrero  Hill  became  the  newest  area  of 
liberty  and  freedom  for  the  arts.  One  of  the  results  of  that  new  community  was  the 
formation  of  the  annual  art  exhibition  at  the  community's  library  (having  just  pre- 
sented its  40th  annual  show  in  April). 

Some,  but  not  all,  were  able  to  purchase  small  homes  — the  rest  became  renters. 

Now  a whole  generation  of  fine  artists  has  been  forced  to  move  away  from  the  Hill 
(and  away  from  the  City)  because  of  soaring  rents  and  maybe  even  a non-caring  city 
government  that  simply  sits  and  watches  them  leave.  The  history  of  our  city  has 
been  preserved  in  murals  and  photography,  and  proudly  shown  off  by  the  agencies 
who  promote  tourism.  The  artists  who  designed  them  and  brought  them  to  life  can 
no  longer  stay  in  this  community  and  make  a living.  What  a commentary' 

We  will  stay  committed  to  our  3l)-year  history  of  representing  this  small  (dog)  patch 
of  San  Francisco,  and  its  people.  We  have  always  depended  on  volunteers.  Nothing 
has  changed.  If  there  are  those  of  you  who  want  to  help  us  keep  our  commitment  to 
have  an  informed  community,  think  about  volunteering.  Get  in  touch  with  us  for 
information  about  what  it  is  you  can  do  for  the  VIEW.

Snarled  traffic,  parking  at  a premium, 
shoddily-built,  high-priced,  single-owner 
box-like  structures  in  lieu  of  much- 
needed  multi-dwellings  housing  space: 

Is  this  Potrero  or  is  it  becoming  "Potro- 
polis"?  What  about  electric  power, 
sewage,  and  public  education?  How  can 
services  possibly  keep  pace  with  the 
influx  of  businesses  and  condo  units? 

In  the  shadow  of  this  growing  dot. corn- 
driven  bazaar,  the  library  remains  a 
haven  for  those  who  treasure  public 
ownership  and  public  service.  We  value 
patronage  by  working  people  and  others 
who  enjoy  sharing  books  and  non-print 
materials  through  the  medium  of  the 
public  library. 

Potrero  Library  will  still  be  here  when 
the  Ozymandias-like  monuments  to  the 
get-rich-quick  mania  collapse  under  the 
weight  of  their  own  indebtedness  and 
overprojection.  You,  the  public,  are 
our  greatest  asset  and  supporter.  We 
are  glad  to  be  of  service  to  you. 

NEW  INTERNET  USE  POLICY 

Potrero  Branch  now  has  graphical 
interface  terminals.  In  order  to  assure 
fair  access,  patrons  are  able  to  sign  up 
once  a day  on  the  half  hour  for  a single 
half-hour  time  slot.  In  the  event  that 
nobody  has  signed  up  for  the  next 
available  time  slot,  a patron  may  remain 
at  the  terminal  until  the  next  signed-up 
patron  is  scheduled  to  take  his  or  her 
turn. 

We  encourage  patrons  to  use  terminals 
2-4  for  Internet  use  and  terminal  1 for 
Library  Catalog  access.  Terminals  in 
the  Children's  Room  were  set  to  arrive 
on  July  28  and  are  restricted  to  use  by 
children  only. 

THE  CASE  OF  THE  MISSING  VIDEOS 

Videos  are  very  popular  and  may  be 
borrowed  for  seven  days.  Fines  are  $1 
for  each  day  that  the  video  is  overdue. 
That  makes  borrowing  videos  much 
cheaper  than  renting  them. 

Patron  Allyson  Schrader,  age  12,  would 
very  much  like  to  see  the  video  "When 
Harry  Met  Sally."  Unfortunately,  both 
copies  are  missing.  Other  verv  popular 
missing  titles  include:  "Tapeheads," 
"Tron,"  "The  Wedding  Singer,"  "Sister 
Act,"  and  "Glory." 

The  fine  might  register  as  larger  than 
it  actually  is  because  it  is  calculated  to 
include  the  replacement  price  of  the 
missing  video.  When  the  video  is  returned, 
the  fine  is  substantially  reduced. 

READING  CLUB  SPEEDING  TO  FINISH

VIEW  TURNS  20  AS  CITY'S  OLDEST  NEIGHBORHOOD  NEWSPAPER 

An  article  by  Judy  Baston  reviewed  the  beginnings  and  development  of  The  Potrero 
View,  from  its  beginning  in  a Connecticut  Street  house  basement  in  August  1970, 
and  the  changes  that  had  taken  place  in  the  neighborhood  in  the  previous  20  years. 

In  1970  there  a as  no  Showplace  Square,  no  Parkview  Heights  and  no  Victoria  Mews. 
The  280  extension  had  not  been  built.  The  PG&E  gas  tank  on  Army  Street  was  still 
an  eyesore.  The  View  led  the  effort  to  maintain  open  space  on  the  Hill,  and  fought 
against  the  "porno  district"  proposed  by  then  Supervisor  Dianne  Feinstcin,  supported 
branch  library  and  the  Caleb  Clark  Clinic  against  proposed  budget  cuts,  disclosed 
the  toxic  conditions  in  the  ground  under  the  former  Synanon  facility  Many  of 
the  issues  that  were  focused  on  continue  to  be  of  major  concern. 

STAFF  AND  PATIENTS  DEMAND  HOSPITAL  PARKING  GARAGE 

Fed  up  with  parking  congestion  around  SF  General  Hospital,  a number  of  community 
groups  joined  forces  with  hospital  personnel  to  demand  a solution.  Building  a parking 
garage  on  the  site  of  the  MUNI  facility  at  24th  and  Utah  Streets  was  a top  priority. 

In  May,  1990,  Mayor  Art  Agnos  firmly  committed  the  city  to  the  parking  garage 
project. 

SERIOUS  QUESTIONS  RAISED  ABOUT  MISSION  BAY  DEVELOPMENT 

Members  of  the  City  Planning  Commission  criticized  the  Mission  Bay  development 
agreement  between  the  City  and  Catellus  Corp.  (formerly  known  as  Sante  Fe 
Pacific).  They  demanded  a firm  date  for  the  project  and  more  affordable  housing. 
Additional  questions  were  posed  about  the  effect  of  the  development  on  the  City's 
economy. 

PLAN  FOR  HOUSING  ADDICTS  POSED  FOR  THE  PRESIDIO 

Members  of  Women  Organized  for  a Sane  Approach  to  Drug  Abuse  (WOSADA) 
proposed  housing  homeless  drug-addicted  people  in  unused  warehouses,  shelters  and 
Army  barracks,  while  the  future  of  the  Presidio  was  being  planned  by  the  Golden 
Gate  National  Recreation  Area.  The  proposal  suggests  that  treatment  and  temporary 
housing  could  be  provided,  along  with  a rehabilitation  plan  for  training  in  forestry, 
park  and  other  maintenance,  as  well  as  other  occupations,  with  the  cost  of  the 
program  allocated  from  the  Bush  administration  "war  on  drugs"  funds. 

TENANT  WINS  FIGHT  TO  STAY  IN  HER  POTRERO  HILL  HOME 

Jenny  Butero,  who  lived  in  the  same  Potrero  Hill  apartment  for  36  years,  was  faced 
with  eviction  when  the  seven-unit  building  was  sold  to  a group  of  "tenants-in- 
common".  One  of  the  buyers,  who  had  moved  into  one  of  the  apartments,  became 
concerned  about  the  morality  of  evicting  long-time  tenants,  and  broke  with  his 
"partners"  by  enlisting  the  aid  of  a private  attorney  and  the  SF  Neighborhood  Legal 
Assistance  Foundation.  He  granted  Ms.  Butero  a three-year  lease.  The  matter  was 
submitted  to  arbitration,  and  eventually  settled  with  validity  of  the  lease  upheld. 

AND  TWENTY  YEARS  AGO 

A special  election  held  August  19,  1980,  was  to  decide  whether  to  end  the  district 
election  of  Supervisors,  and  require  all  11  to  run  for  election  that  November... 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  a budget  that  would  prevent  reduction  of  hours 
and  services  at  the  Potrero  and  other  branch  libraries.. .a  five-year  plan  of  MUNI 
route  changes  was  to  be  put  into  effect  in  August,  increasing  service  on  the 
19  Polk  and  36  Eureka... Public  Access  Channel  25  announced  an  increase  in  pro- 
gramming time  to  60  hours  a week,  on  a first  come,  first  served  basis.. .the  city 
required  Chiotras  Grocery  on  Rhode  Island  St.  to  remove  its  outdoor  sign. ..the 
designation  of  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House  designed  by  noted  architect 
Julia  Morgan,  as  a Landmark  was  to  be  celebrated  in  August  1980. ..the  Julian 
Theatre  was  to  open  its  16th  season. ..cuts  in  food  stamp  funding  would  lead  to  the 
loss  of  eligibility  of  almost  200,000  students  and  50,000  others  affected  by  the 
lowering  of  the  asset  limitation. ..The  Recreation  Center  survived  the  budget 
cutting  process  required  by  Proposition  13.

A few  that  w.ill  pop  if  put  in 
between  now  and  the  end  of  summer 
are:  Alonsoa,  Agrostemma,  Linaria, 
Omphalodes,  Coreopsis  and  Tithonia 
(a  big  red  daisy  the  butterflies  love). 

Wait  til  fall  to  plant  poppies  and  sweet 
peas.  They  will  grow  big  roots  all 
winter  and  explode  come  spring. 

In  the  vegetable  department,  Swiss 
chard  can  be  put  in  now  as  can  all  kinds 


of  lettuces  and  quick  growers  like  radi- 
shes, small  carrots,  beets  and  others 
that  like  cool  weather.  Forget  about 
the  heat  lovers,  tomatoes,  peppers,  egg- 
plant, basil.  If  they  aren't  already  in 
and  rockin'  it's  too  late,  for  this  year  at 
least.  Herblets  can  be  set  out  any  time 
of  year,  in  the  ground  or  in  pots,  but 
try  to  keep  them  in  the  sun  and  go  easy 
on  the  water  for  fullest  flavor. 

In  our  climate  there's  no  reason  not 
to  be  planting  and  picking  something 
every  week  of  the  year  as  long  as 
energy  and  enthusiasm  hold  out.

If  some  of  your  favorites  are  looking 
a little  scraggly,  cut  them  back,  and 
hard.  Mildew  is  an  ongoing  problem  in 
San  Francisco  and  I've  found  the  best 
treatment  is  to  cut  off  the  offending 
leaf,  leaves  or  even  scythe  the  whole 
plant  off  an  inch  or  two  above  the  soil. 
The  new  growth  will  come  back  clean 
and  you  are  likely  to  get  a nice  rebloom. 
This  works  especially  well  on  scabiosa.

Looking  Back  over  View's  30  Years

St . Teresa  welcomes  new  pastor 

Drug  figures  meaningless 

With  these  stories,  the  first  issue  of 
The  Potrero  View  was  born  30  years  ago 
this  month.  There  was  barely  a glimmer 
back  in  1970  of  the  huge  commercial  and 
residential  development  boom  that  would 
affect  Potrero  Hill  in  the  ensuing  years, 
or  some  of  the  controversial  issues  that 
these  changes  would  raise. 

Over  the  years  The  View  has  reflected 
both  consistencies  and  the  changes  — 
on  the  Hill  and  in  the  city  at  large. 

The  new  pastor  welcomed  by  St.  Ter- 
esa's Church  30  years  ago  — Father 
Peter  Sammon  — still  leads  the  Hill's 
St.  Teresa's  Parish. 

The  battle  over  establishment  of  a 
clinic  on  Potrero  Hill  — beginning  as 
The  View  was  born  30  years  ago  — 
were  reflected  in  the  paper's  pages.  In 
December,  1970,  a headline  read,  "Hill 
health  clinic  ready:  Boosters  mad  over 
mental  aid."  Then,  in  February,  1971, 
"Health  Clinic  Stymied.  And  in  June, 
1974,  yet  another  headline  asked  the 
question,  "Whatever  happened  to  Health 
Clinic?" 

The  Caleb  Clark  Clinic  did  open  short- 
ly after  that,  but  its  continued  existence 
was  threatened  as  recently  as  this  Spring 
when  an  initial  proposal  from  the  city's 
Dept,  of  Public  Health  recommended  its 
closure. 


A headline  in  March,  1978  warned  of 
"PGicE  Power  Plant  Expansion,"  and  Hill 
residents  waged  a determined  campaign 
against  the  physical  expansion  of  the 
plant  on  Potrero  Hill.  Now  Hillers  are 
expressing  concern  about  the  effect  of 
the  increased  output  proposed  for  the 
Potrero  Plant,  which  was  recently  sold 
by  PG&E  to  another  energy  company. 

Stories  in  the  early  days  of  The  View 
told  of  efforts  to  institute  a system  of 
district  elections,  which  were  then  seen 
as  a way  to  help  balance  the  power  of  the 
neighborhoods  against  City  Hall  and 
downtown.  Now,  after  many  years  of 
at-large  vdting  for  Supervisor,  Hill  resi- 
dents will  once  again  vote  for  a district 
supervisor  — in  a campaign  that  al- 
ready bears  the  marks  of  attempts  by 
City  Hall  to  exercise  control  over  local 
choices. 

The  View  often  reflected  the  sense 
that  the  neighborhood  of  Potrero  Hill 
was  a sleepy  village  on  the  east  side  of 
San  Francisco  — we  were  surrounded 
by  freeways  and  belts  of  light  industry, 
and  we  were  even  on  "the  other  side  of 
the  tracks." 

In  the  1970s,  we  pointed  to  the  big 
PG&E  gas  tank  or  the  water  tower  when 
we  wanted  to  suggest  a neighborhood 
landmark.  We  mentioned  the  house  on 
De  Haro  Street  in  which  Karl  Malden's 
"Streets  of  San  Francisco"  character 
Mike  Stone  lived. 

Over  the  years,  Hill  residents  reacted 
to  changes  and  smaller  changes,  some- 
times with  acceptance  and  sometimes 
with  concern  for  the  future.  When  the 
Victoria  Mews  housing  complex  at  20th 
and  Carolina  Streets  was  built  in  the 
1970s,  there  were  those  who  charged  it 
was  out  of  scale  with  existing  neighbor- 
hood housing. 


Comments  by  some  on  the  Hill  that 
such  developments  would  make  Potrero 
Hill  "a  more  desirable  place  to  live  some- 
day," were  the  target  of  a satirical 
piece  in  the  July  -August,  1974  View 
under  the  byline  of  Vincent  Sammidge. 
Following  construction  of  Victoria 
Mews,  "other  timely  surprises  can  be 
expected  from  the  plan  to  make  Potrero 
Hill  a more  desirable  place  to  live," 
Sammidge  wrote. 

"Keeping  pace  with  national  trends, 
unstylish,  low  density  single  family 
dwellings  would  be  razed  to  make  room 
for  vast  future  acreages  of  hep  bunker- 
styled  high  rent  condominiums,"  he  con- 
tinued. "Potrero  Hill  would  leave  its 
sleepy  past  behind..."  Perhaps  when  that 
was  written  in  1974,  it  was  a bit  of 
neighborhood  science  fiction,  but  now  it 
can  be  regarded  as  eerily  prescient. 

Especially  in  the  last  decade,  the  Hill 
began  losing  its  reputation  as  a neigh- 
borhood in  which  working  people  could 
easily  find  housing  at  reasonable  rates. 

In  the  last  few  years,  both  housing 
prices  and  rents  on  Potrero  Hill  have 
risen  in  the  double  digits,  along  with  — 
and  often  even  ahead  of  — the  rest  of 
the  Bay  Area. 

Ironically,  the  very  elements  of  the 
neighborhood  that  for  many  years  helped 
keep  it  a sleepy  backwater  — reason- 
able rents,  empty  lots,  light  industry, 
freeways  — have  been  a major  factor 
in  making  Potrero  Hill  ground  zero  for 
massive  changes.  And  so  the  Hill  has 
also  come  to  be  known  as  a center  of 
activity  for  the  growing  effort  to  stop 
runaway  construction  of  high-priced 
lofts  and  dot-com  offices  in  the  area. 

Because  the  hundreds  of  loft  units  now 
dotting  Potrero  Hill  were  built  under 
legislation  originally  designed  to  permit 
live/work  units  for  artists,  developers  of 


the  units  were  not  required  to  conform 
to  regulations  affecting  other  resident- 
ial developers  — including  providing 
some  affordublc  units,  off-street  park- 
ing, and  open  space. 

Likewise,  the  buildings  proposed  for 
the  Hill  to  house  offices  of  the  burgeon- 
ing dot-com  industry  are  not  included 
under  the  office  space  limits  enacted 
under  Prop.  M in  1986. 

In  fact,  supporters  of  closing  loft 
construction  loopholes  and  including 
dot-com  buildings  under  office  space 
limitations  now  often  point  to  the  Hill 
as  the  prime  example  of  what  h appens 
when  this  construction  is  unregulated. 

The  past  30  years  of  The  View  are 
filled  with  reminders  of  parts  of  Potre- 
ro Hill  that  have  disappeared  forever. 

When  Atchison's  Pharmacy  on  20th 
Street  closed  several  years  ago,  it  re- 
flected a citywide  and  even  nationwide 
trend  in  which,  one  after  another,  inde- 
pendent pharmacies  shut  their  doors, 
unable  to  compete  with  the  drugstore 
chains. 

With  it  went  the  contract  postoffice 
at  the  back  of  the  store.  The  physi- 
cian's office  next  door  to  the  pharmacy 
shortly  moved  away  from  the  neighbor- 
hood to  a location  far  closer  to  the 
hospitals  in  which  they  practice. 

At  a time  like  this,  it's  natural  to 
wonder:  What  will  the  next  30  years  of 
Potrero  Hill  journalism  reflect?  How 
much  continuity?  What  kind  of 
changes?  Who  will  be  able  to  afford 
to  live  in  Potrero  Hill? 

Will  the  answers  to  these  questions 
reflect  economic  and  political  forces 
beyond  this  neighborhood's  control?  Or 
will  they  depend  — at  least  in  part  — 
on  the  Potrero  Hill  community?
